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Roosevelt And Horner 
Sweep State And Nation 


^ featest Victory for Any Political Party Within a 
Century; 
Northwest Country Towns Strongly 
Republican; Russe Defeated In Landslide. 


President Roosevelt carried the 
country by many million of votes, 
capturing all except two states with 
eight electorial votes, which is tile 
greatest presidential victory in a 
century. 
He carried Illinois by 
over 700,000 votes; Chicago by half 
a million and the country towns of 
Cook county by seven votes, accord­ 
ing to returns Wednesday evening. 
The north shore and northwest 
towns went strong Republican, but 
the leads that these townships gave 
to the Republican candidates was 
offset by the strength of the Demo­ 
cratic ticket in the southern part of 
the county. 
The Roosevelt landslide extended 
to the Democratic state and county 
tickets, with Governor Homer run­ 
ning behind Brooks in Cook county 
country towns by nearly 30,000 
votes. Chicago, however gave Hor­ 
ner a majority of over 300,000. 
William Busse, candidate for re­ 
corder was defeated by a total of 
700,000 votes. 
The only Republican candidates 
to be elected were Bernice Van der 
Vreis and Frank Faster for the leg­ 
islature, an election that was a 
foregone conclusion. McGrath, won 
out for third place by defeating 
Frank Ring, present Democratic 
representative. The vote follows: 
McGrath, Dem.........................104,895

Van der Vries, Rep...............118,421 
Foster, Rep..............................115,345 
Congressman Fchuetz defeated 
James Moreland, Republican, for 
Congress by 90.000 votes. 
Lake and DuPage counties both 
went Republican from top to bot­ 
tom, on a basis of four to three. 
Record Local Vote 
The northwest towns have never 
polled as heavy a percentage of the 
registration as last Tuesday. The 
Township of Elk Grove polled 98.5 
per cent. 
Out of four thousand 
votes in Wheeling township onlv 
346 did not go to the polls. In Pal­ 
atine township there were 71 who 
did not vote. Nearly the same per­ 
centage prevailed in all six of the 
townships that comprise the so­ 
called Busse home district. 
Kusse Leads Ticket 
IL jj. se was given more votes in 
tnmnome district than 
any other 
candidate although in Wheeling 
township alone, the bandon vote ex­ 
ceeded Busse’s by 22 votes. 
Commissioner 
Busse 
received 
5109 votes in this district for re­ 
corder as compared with 3497 re­ 
ceived 
for county commissioner 
two years ago. 
Kaindl received 
nearly 400 votes less than the num­ 
ber of votes received by the high­ 
est democratic candidate for com­ 
missioner two years ago. 
Election Officials In Error 
In three precincts of this district 
the election officials failed to re­ 
cord correctly the votes in the race 
for members of the general as­ 
sembly. Two of said districts were 
in Wheeling township where the 
judges 
reported 
less votes 
for 
Van der Vries and Foster than the 
number of straight votes would 
have given them. Each should have 
been credited with I ’ 2 votes on ev­ 
ery straight ticket. The same er­ 
ror was made on the Democratic 
candidates for the same office. 
Ifemocratic Lose Local Support 
In five of the northwest towns, 
a comparison of Tuesday’s figures 
with those of four years ago show 
that Landon polled i408 more votes 
than did Hoover while Roosevelt 
polled only 154 more votes than he 
did in 1932. 
Maine township re­ 
ports a somewhat similar condition. 
Precinct No. 5 in Wheeling town­ 
ship (northern part of Mt. Pros­ 
pect was the only precinct in all 
of the Northwest towns which went 
Democratic. 
Courtney Carries Three 
Precincts 
T. J. Courtney, the strongest 
candidate of the Democratic coun­ 
ty ticket carried the 5th and 6th 
precincts in Wheeling township and 
the 3rd precinct in Palatine town­ 
ship.

It was ten years ago last Mon­

down to 182 members.

President Adair acting as toast­ 
master reviewed the history of the 
Cook County Farm Bureau from 
its start in 1919.
